4TH MAY - The ratcatcher came again and caught 15 rats. Susan gave the maids 
a new gown each. 

14TH MAY - Confirmation of 330 young persons, 75 from Deddington and hamlets. 
The Bishop came with the Archdeacon, lunched with me after the service and 
stayed the night. 

20TH MAY ~ Cut 184 lbs. of rhubarb preparatory to its being made into wine. 

22ND MAY ~- The children did not walk on the Turnpike today in consequence of 
summons relative to a mad dog belonging to Mr Gardner at Adderbury Mill.
